The claimed invention relates to selecting GGSN in a shared 
mobile network.

Dl describes a GPRS network, in which, the mobile station 
may optionally indicate, in a message requesting to activate a 
packet data protocol (PDP) context in the network, an access 
point name for selection of a reference point to a certain 
external network. A serving GPRS support node (SGSN) 
authenticates the mobile user and sends a PDP context creation 
request to a gateway node (GGSN) selected according to the 
access point name given by the MS, or to default GGSN known by 
the SGSN. 

However Dl merely solves the problem of how to prevent an 
unauthorized user to access an APN (Access Point Name) . Dl 
does not disclose maintaining information of which operators 
are "partner operators" which share a SGSN and a radio access 
network. "Partner information" is an operator specific feature 
based on an agreement between the operators . 

D2 is considered to merely disclose the state of the art and 
is not commented on further. 

Consequently, the claimed invention as in claims 1-18 is 
novel, considered to involve an inventive step and has 
industrial applicability.
